revei be voted upon by the people 
They were originally proposed in the 
last legislature and, under the provis 
ions of the constitution must pass an- 
other Legislature before they can go to 
the people for approval or rejection. 
Thoy are advertised because the funda- 
mental law requires it and the confusion 
in the minds oi so many i>eop!e iCRa 
•ing them is doubtles due to the mix-up 
of the election amendments adopted lasl 
year on account of Governor Stone's at- 
tempt to veto them. Those amendments 
were not advertised as they should have 
been after 
passing one Legislature. 


They were officially tieated ai dead uuU 
the supreme court decided that the Gov- 
ernoi could not veto them. It was then 
too late to advertise as the law required. 


Advertising the amenclmcuta at thit. 


time is ptovided for, not because thej 
are to he voted on this year—for thcj 
are not—but tor the leabon that at the 
coming election members of the L"gisla- 
ture are to be chosen who will have to 
act upon the amendments at the nexi 
session. It was presumed by the con- 
stitution makers that the people would 
want to know what it involved in these 
questions vith which the Legi&laturi 


11 have to deal, BO that they could elect 


representatives intelligently. Tne tatt 
of these proposed amendments will have 
no more to do with the election of mem- 
bers of the next Legislatuie than a polai 
•xpeditioc. They will not influence a 
vote iti any legislative district in tht 
State. There are two many other things- 
attnii'ling attention in the election of 
members of this yi ar.

Stalwart Republican Tells Why He 


Will Not Support Machine Ticket.

Judge Pennypacker's Opinion That

mauulactuierti.

There are (went) Millions ol 


capital invested in larms aud laim t quip- 
meut, and during the census year tbat 
invested capital tarued ou an average 
18.3 per cent. 
The billion dollar steel 


trust during the past year earned 10 pei 
cent, on ils invested capital, and thai 
fact has been made the lext ot innumer- 
able Democratic editorials 011 the extor 
tionate profits which .t has wrung out ot 
the people. Yet the steel trust earned 
on its invested capital but little ovei 
one-half a? much pioportiorate. interest 
as did tlie average American farmer."

It is far away at a frontier fort that 


liay Allen first opened his big blue eyes 
on A strange world of sag€-brush, Band 
and Indians. And this is the way he 
came to be called the "LittlH Colonel." 


When Ray was three days old, the sol* 


diers over in the barracks, who wanted 
to see the young stranger very much, 
flled over to the colonel's house. The 
bundle, of (Idnnel was brought out into 
the hall for exhibition. Tins little red- 
faced baby was the image of bis father— 
such a funny resemblance, everybody 
laughed aloud at it. The men, as they 
looked, each said, "The LMie Colonel 1" 
so from that day he was called ine Little 
Colonel by every one. 


UB was a great crj -baby, but I do not 


wonder. If you bad been born in a little 
log hut, with nothing bright or pretty to 
look at, you would have been A cry-baby, 
too. 


When It ly was three months old Colo- 


nel Aileu was ordered to an Eastern fort, 
or one neaier civilization.

So, one bright morning in May, Mrs. 


Allen and H iy, with bags and bundles* 
were to start. There was a wagon a I

covered with canvass anil made very 
comfortable inside for them, then a 
wagon with the bedding aud ruesfi-chest. 
C'jloiiel Allen and six men were to go on 
horseback. 
With their carbines slunp 


over their shoulders, they looked all 
ready for a fight if the Indians came too 
near. 


The little cavalcade drew up in front 


ot Mrs. Allen's door, the wagon was 
packed, and soon out came Mrs. A.n«n, 
followed by Cjlonei Allen with thi- Lil- 
tle Colonel in his arms. All rolled irpia 
a big flannel shawl, a pair of very brgb! 
blue eyes looking ont. and around OL 
every one to say good-by. The cSirerf 
palled his round cheeke,wishing a "good 
luck to the LittlK Colonel I" The ladies 
Lugged and kissed him ; they were very 
sorry to have him go. The soldiers all 
looked sorry, too; they thongbt he 4c- 


Kjetl o them. In a few moments ev 


eiythmg was r. ad}, and off they started. 


It was H bright, beautiful morning,Hit 


urairif e stretching away to right .and 
lett, abend the straight, level road ae«u> 
ing to lead right into the horizon. 


Colonel Alien with one man rode 


ahead ; then the wagon with Mrs. AJIen 
>iud the baby ; then the wagon with the 
tent, two mounted men behind and one 
on each side. All alert and watchful 
they trotted on, hardly daring to strip 
even to get at the great, luuct-'jabket— 
on and on till the sun was high up in Ibe 
eky. 


Suddenly Mrs. Allen saw the colonel 


gallop back ,iud mvesome hurried m«-a- 
sage all round. She fella little anxious, 
but in a moment he was by her side and 
said quietly: '-Djnot bftalarmed. I think 
1 see the foimb of Indians, now and 
then, over yonder on the bills, and have 
sent two men to recoonoiter." 


There were Indians. All the after- 


noon they seemed to be following the 
littie party. Just ar. dusk the colonel 
called, "Ilaltl" tor here they weie to 
camp for the night. A long ride of llfty 
miles had made them all so tired 1 I 
wish you could have seen the Little Col- 
onel when be was unrolled. He had 
kicked his small legs out of the woolen 
shawl, or tried to, many times ; but bis 


urse's arms were good and strong, and 


ae was rolled up again very quickly. The 
little fellow was a born soldier, though, 
and likeii camping out. 
He never made 


sound, and he was very hungry and 


uncomfortable, but waited patiently, 
much amused at it all.

tended the putting up of the tent, un- 
rolling the bedding, and getting things 
comfortable. 
Oue of the men made a 


Ore and put over the coffee-pot, and soon 
the uurried supper was over. 


Nurse had just brought the Litlle 
tlouel to look out of the tent for a 


minute, when suddenly there was a rush- 
ug sound, and m an instant a doieu In- 
dians on ponies tore into the little camp. 
3olonel Allen had been on the watch. 
His quick oommaixl, "To arms!" and 
six brave soldiers stood in line right in 
front of little liiy. A.U was confusion— 
for a minute only. But Colonel Allen 
was very cool, and went right forward, 
close to the Indians, all ready for a fight. 
They were so surprised to see such 
bravery, it startled them. They dropped 
their KUUS and with a "ttow 1 how !' 
suddenly pretended to be friends. It 
was only pretense. They found they 
could not do much In camp with such 
brave men ; they would lose more than 
they would gain. Indians are very -quick 
to discern when it is better to be friendly 
than to fight. So "How 1 howl" to 
every one, and they must see the baby. 
How Kiy laughed and crowed at then. 
The colonel aaked what they meant by 
rushing into canop in tbat style. They 
pretended they did it for fun. In hall 
an hour they were gone—not a trace of 
them anywhere. 


Kay's father knew them too well to 


trust them, aud he did not let the men 
sleep much that night. Three soldiers 
utood guard for awhile, then rested, and 
the other three took their pUce«. The 


I colonel rolled himself in a blanket and 


lay down oulslde the Little Colonel's 
tout. But no one wan allowed to rest 
more than tilt midnight, when, qniellv 
and sileutly, tne tent was folded, the 


wagons packed, Mrs. Allen and Kay 
lifted in, and at a swift pace the party 
started. 


Not a word, not a sound. Everything 


to be gained before daylight. The colo- 
nel fearer) If be was not far on their way 
by tbat time the Indians wonld attack 
them In larger force. 
With the ilrlt ray 


of dawn, gray shadows seemed In be 
flitting here and there on the hill, then 
suddenly to disappear. Colonel Allen 
sent C jrporal Knox to reconnoiter. He 
rode on a quarter of a mile ahead, where, 
dismounting and stealthily creeping up, 
he watched a few moments, sheltered by 
the crest of the hill. Soon from ont the 
brush, down the other side, close by the 
little stream, came the painted creature* 
at full run straight toward him—they 
bad not seen the corporal. He jumped 
on his hone and spurred uiin at a fun 
back to the little cavalcade. Colonel 
Allen was watching.

the Explosion ol a Boiler. 


By the sudden exclosioo of the boiler of 


the small gasoline engine used ia a peanut 
roaster Mrs. Amos Delap waa badly in- 
jured last Saturday afternoon about 5 
o'clock.

THE GETTYSBURG TROOP. 


A TIIWELY AND INTERESTING ACCOUNT OF 


AN INCIDENT OF WAR TIMES-THE 


ANNIVERSARY OF THE BATTLE 


OF NORTH POINT, 1812. 


EDITOR OF TOE Cojiriucii: 


The men of what is now Adams county 


have always been pmriots, ready to servo 
their country at ilia flrat call, in all its 
dangets, and to offer it the allsgiiuice of 
their persons and lives. It is to their 
honor that a gallant band bas always 
presented itself promptly tor heivice in 
all the wars in which then country haa 
been engaged. 


As the anniversary of His battle of 


North Point is now approaching, it may 
be well to refresh the recollection ot 
your renders with a lew bnet historical 
details which connect our locality with 
that engagement. 


General Jacob Bjster, the father ot 


Mis. Prof. Michael Jacobs, was, in the 
war of 1812, iu command of the Second 
Brigade, Fifth Division, Pennsylvania 
Militia, and through him provision was 
miidu within bia district to aid Balti- 
more and to distribute arms to the 
troops from several of the border coun- 
ties of Pennsylvania, that inarched to 
the. scene of conflict. There is the record 
of the following companies from Adam? 
county which ware furnished arms by 
General Eyster. either at Guttysbuig 01 
Westminster. Md., on their march to 
Baltimore: From Second Bng-tde, Filth 
Division, Adams couuty ; Captain Alex- 
ander Cobean, 20 stand; diputm Alex- 
ander C..mpbell, 36 stand ; Captain 
Th imas Craig Miller, 9 stiuifl ; Captain 
Frederick Eiehelbarirei, 50 stand. 


As it was August 27Ui wlieu these 


armf were torwaided lo Gettysburg, aud 
the battle of North Point did not occur 
until September lli h, 1814, there W.H 
ample time for the troops to reach the 
flel 1 of coi flict.

pany, who died about twenty years apo, 
told of the attempt of th'i British vnstHs 
to pass the line which theae Ailams 
couuty tioops occupied and at the honor 
of tlie militia whan, after their fire, they 
heard the groans of the wouude-1 and 
dying on boaid the men of war.
